Barcelona  originated  on  our  grounds 
and  was  named  by  the  founder  of  this  nursery — 
Felix  Gillet.

Large  plantings  of  this  nut  in  Oregon  have 
demonstrated  their  value  as  a stable  income  pro- 
ducer. unaffected  by  market  slumps.  It  is  a 
i*egnlar  bearer. of  crops  which  are  constant'y  in- 
creasing in  demand.  Crowd’s  nee<I  not  fear  over- 
production for  only  on  this  coast  can  they  be 
grown  commercially.  The  foot-hills  of  the  Sierra 
and  elevations  up  to  3000  feet  where  moisture  is 
plentiful  are  ideal  for  them.  Mendocino  and 
Humboldt  counties  also  have  the  right  conditions. 
Many  other  places  will  no  doubt  find  them  adapt- 
able. Every  grow'er  of  deciduous  fruits  who  has 
espericnccd  “red-ink'’  rr  is  faced  with  serious 
marketing  problems  shou’d  make  a trial  planting. 
Candy  manufacturers  use  millions  of  pounds  of 
filberts . from  Europe,  which  are  inferior  in  Qual- 
ity to  our  nuts.  Already  a demand  exists  for  Pac- 
ific Coast  grown  filberts.  . 

Imports  have  grown  from  7 miTion  pounds  in 
1909  to  25  million  pounds  i nl922.  which  is  far 
greater  ratio  of  increase  than  that  of  population. 

Early  failures  with  this  nut  were  due  to  lack 
of  cross-pollination.  It  is  now  known  what  var- 
ieties are  necessary  to  produce  maximum  crops. 

" ARNING.  Demand  for  young  trees  has  cau- 
sed propagation  of  Barcelona  from  non-bearing,/ 
doubtful  and  grafted  trees.  Intending  planters 
who  wish  to  avoid  great  loss  and  disappointment 
will  do  we’l  to  buy  stock  from  established  nur- 
serymen. Fly-by-night  agents,  dealers  and  tree  /' 
jobbers  without  reputation  to  maintain  should  be 
avoided.  Trees  grown  from  suckers  from  grafted 
trees  are  dangerous.  Avoid  them. 

For  gardens  and  lawns  plant  Barce-’ona  and 
some  of  its  pollenizer.s.lt  is  easily  grown  in  bush 
form,  making  a delightful  arbor,  shaded  walk  or 
screen  for  unsightly  out-buildings.  For  the  lawn 
it  is  effective  trained  to  a single  stem .

Chestnuts  do  well  wherever  the  soil  is  deep 
and  the  climate  not  too  hot.  It  will  do  well 
in  the  foot-hil’s  and  • mountains  of  Sierra 
Nevada  range  up  to  3000  feet  and  probably 
higher  as  it  is  a regular  mountain  tree.  On  the 
Pacific  coast  it  is  very  hardy  and  is  never  In- 
jured by  late  spring  frosts  at  this  altitude 
(2G00  ft.)  Blooms  in  June  and  matures  its  nuts 
during  October.  No  pests  affect  it  on  this  coast 
3ind  it  requires  no  epraying  and  but  little  prun- 
ing. 

Large  profits  are  in  store  for  the  planter  of 
chestnut  trees  as  the  market  is  seldom  satisfied. 
There  are  300,000  Italian  on  this  coast  and 
3.000,000  'in  the  United  States.  They  all  like 
chestnuts  as  well  as  they  do  nune. 

Every  home  place  should  plant  one  or  more  of 
this  nut  tree.  Besides  lieing  a grand  shade  tree, 
they  yield  bountifully  of  nuts  which  find  a ready 
market  at  remunerative  prices.
